Suit not 
frivolous 

Dear Editor, 

At last night’s city 
council meeting. Mayor 
Hester commented on 
what he described as secret 
tapes, and quotations of his 
remarks winding up in 
lawsuits against the city. 

The remarks in question 
were made by Mr. Hester 
at a regular open meeting 
of the former tree commis¬ 
sion, a meeting that took 
place over a month before 
the council abolished it. 
Toward the end of the 
meeting, Mr. Hester asked 
that the public comment 
period be reopened so he 
could speak to the com¬ 
mission. It is customary, as

out and a couple of Dad’s big paint 
brushes and gave the outside of my new 
pigeon coop a brand new coat of paint. 
That was the neatest looking coop in the 
whole world. 

After spending the night at Paul’s in 
the tree house, we walked over to Mar¬ 
cus’ house to get the birds he was going 
to sell to me. Marcus met us in the drive¬ 
way and told me he had some pigeons 
for me. My heart was jumping with 
excitement as I went to look at them. 

Marcus took me into a small area next 
to the pigeons and showed me what he 
had picked out for me. He had two Sad¬ 
dle Backs, and two Tumblers, and two 
Silver Kings. I had saved some allow¬ 
ance money to pay for them, so I paid 
Marcus and he put the pigeons in a spe¬ 
cial carrier he had and told me to bring 
the carrier back to him later. 

Just as we were leaving Marcus said 
he had one more pigeon for me if I want¬ 
ed it, at no charge. I said, o.k. and he 
brought the bird out. It was a brown all 
over pigeon. Marcus said he was going 
to get rid of it if I didn’t want it. I asked 
him “Why?” He showed me the pi¬ 
geon’s foot and the poor little bird had 
a broken leg. My heart went out to that 
injured bird and I told Marcus I would 
take him along with the rest. 

Paul helped me lug the carrier around 
the block to my house and I carried the 
inured pigeon with the other hand. We 
got to my house and put the pigeons in 
their new coop and Paul and me went 
into my house for first aid stuff. I found 
two wooden matches to use for splints 
and some gauze and adhesive tape. We 
went back to the coop and got the injured 
pigeon. Paul held him real tight and I 
fixed the leg up in the wooden match 
splints. I told Paul we would wait a cou¬ 
ple of weeks and take the splints off and 
see what happens. 

Two weeks went by and all of my 
new pigeons were doing fine. 1 asked 
Paul if he would come over and we 
would look at the injured pigeon’s leg. 
When Paul got there we went into the 
coop and got the pigeon. Paul held it real 
tight and I removed the tape and match 
sticks to look at the leg. 

It looked terrible. It was all green and 
hadn’t healed. I knew what to do next. 
I asked Paul to keep holding the pigeon 
and I would be right back. I went into 
the house and got the first aid stuff and 
came back. Paul was still holding the 
pigeon and I came over and told Paul to 
hold the pigeon extra tight. I took Dad’s 
butcher knife that was good and sharp 
and held it over the pigeon’s leg. Paul 
didn’t say anything. He just closed his 
eyes. That poor bird was wild eyed. It 
must have seen the knife. I felt real bad 
for what I had to do, so I petted the pi¬ 
geon on top of his head and told it what 
I had to do was so that it could live. 1 
always hoped that the pigeon under¬ 
stood. 

Well, I got the knife over the leg, just 
so, and in a split second the amputation 
was complete. I quickly took a good 
sized rubber band that 1 had brought 
from the house and used it for a tourni¬ 
quet and started taping up what was left 
of his leg. I used a whole bunch of tape 
around that leg, because that bandage 
had to last a good, long time. After I 
finished everything I held my little, one 
legged pigeon for a long, long time, just 
petting it and telling it I was sorry. I put 
the bird up with the other pigeons and he 
went clump, clump, clump, wherever it 
walked. 

I named the pigeon “Stumpy-tail” and 
that little bird got better and better ev¬ 
eryday. A few years later, after I got rid 
of all my pigeons, I kept Stumpy-Tail for 
mypet. Heflew around Itk; in the back 
yard and I made sure he always had plen¬ 
ty of food and water. One day Stumpy- 
Tail just disappeared and I have often 
wondered whatever happened to him. 1 
wish him happy. 


I was finally growing up. I was al¬ 
most twelve years old and my very best 
pal, Paul just turned twelve, so we were 
getting up there. We were inseparable. 
We did everything together like bike 
riding around Sierra Madre, going to the 
matinees at the Sierra Madre Theater 
and swimming every day in the summer¬ 
time in the Canyon Pool—all that neat 
stuff. 

We liked bike riding best, I think. 
Every day after school I would meet 
Paul at his house on San Gabriel Court 
with my bike an we would ride up to the 
middle of town around the Kersting 
Court area. Sometimes, if we had mon¬ 
ey we would stop at the malt shop and 
have a coke or something and figure out 
where we could ride to have some fun. 

Just north of the Malt Shop was Mon- 
tecito Avenue, at the comer if you were 
riding a bike and wanted to turn around 
and head back toward Kersting Court 
you had to be extra careful. In those 
days the traffic was pretty light so that 
wasn’t a problem. The big problem was 
the railroad tracks coming diagonally 
down from Highland Avenue and cross¬ 
ing Montecito Avenue at the intersection 
of Baldwin and curving south on Bald¬ 
win and around the square at Kersting 
Court. 

I remember one time I was flying 
down Baldwin from Grandview Avenue 
toward Kersting Court and the front 
wheel of my bike got caught in the rail 
road tracks. That shouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened. My front wheel fell into the 
groove of the tracks and turned the front 
wheel of my bike. I went flying “Head 
over Teakettle” over the handle bars and 
landed on my back with my bike on top 
of me. Man did I get all bunged up! I 
learned my lesson well, not to do that 
again. 

Back to the happier bike riding days! 
Paul and me decided to go over to our 
friend Marcus’ house. He lived real 
close, just about two blocks from the 
malt shop. When we got there, he was 
in the back yard, playing with some pi¬ 
geons he had just got. Man he was all 
excited about that! 

He had a whole bunch of them, all 
different colors and sizes and stuff. He 
even had two pigeons he called Silver 
Kings and they were as big as roasting 
chickens. 

Paul and me stayed all afternoon 
watching Marcus fix little compartmend 
in his pigeon coop for his new birds. He 
told me and Paul how to take care of 
them and feed them and especially not 
to let them out of the coop for awhile so 
that they had a chance to get used to their 
new home. He said if you let them out 
to fly too soon, they just fly back to 
where they came from. I thought that 
raising pigeons would be about the neat¬ 
est thing in the whole world. Just then I 
remembered! My folks had an old 
chicken coop in the back yard. And it 
was empty! It already had compart¬ 
ments in it for the chickens and all 1 had 
to do was nail a board over the hole in 
the door so the birds wouldn’t get out. 
Oh Boy! I had a new project to work on! 

I asked Marcus if he had any pigeons 
that he would sell to me. Marcus said 
he did, but I would have to wait until 
Saturday to get them, because he need¬ 
ed to figure out which one he wanted to 
keep. * 

The next afternoon after school, Paul 
came over to my house and we went into 
the back yard where the old chicken 
coop was. I got a board and some nails 
and nailed the board over the opening so 
the pigeons wouldn’t get out. Paul and 
me went inside the coop and looked 
around. It was pretty dirty and dusty but 
it looked like a good spot to raise pi¬ 
geons. Igotacoupleofbroomsansome 
old rags and a bucket of water and in no 
time the inside of the coop looked real 
good. Dad had some old white wash 
paint stuff in the garage, so we got that

The Arcadia Police Department responded to S42 
calls for service, of which 13S required formal in¬ 
vestigations from Wednesday, January 21, to Tues¬ 
day, January 27.

Benefits from Property 
Improvement Program 


One of the more recognizable land¬ 
mark buildings in downtown Arcadia is 
the former Arcadia Tribune building 
located at 6 N. First Avenue. It features 
an attractive red brick facade and a clas¬ 
sic red tile roof. A year ago, the owner 
(Dr. Joseph Defrancisco) and a local 
architecht (Sergio Gonzales) thought 
that this notable building was looking a 
little worn. By taking advantage of the 
Arcadia Redevelopment Agency’s 
Commercial Facade Rehabilitation Pro¬ 
gram (CFRP), they were able to make 
some major improvements. They were 
able to reconstruct the building’s park¬ 
ing lot, replace awnings, add landscap¬ 
ing, install security lighting, and repaint. 

The CFRP was adopted by the City’s 


Redevelopment Agency in March, 19%. 
The program is part of an ongoing effort 
to improve the physical and economic 
conditions of the downtown area. The 
program allows merchants to apply for 
“forgivable loan rebates” on improve¬ 
ments made to the facades and parking 
lots of their stores. 

Dr. Joseph Defrancisco’s story is not 
the only success story in Downtown Ar¬ 
cadia. The CFRP has successfully as¬ 
sisted in completing property improve¬ 
ments for nine downtown businesses.
